Machine Guns Mow

TOKIO, May 11,—Unofficial reports | 
from Tsinan, capital of Shantung 
province, say about 2,000 Chinese 
soldiers, who had been besieged by 
Japanese within the walled city, sur- 
rendered early today after interven- 
tion of the Chinese chamber of com- 
merce. 

The . latest communique from the 
war office describes severe fighting

It follows: 

“The Japanese contingents at Tsi- 
nan devoted their main strength to 
the attack on the Nationalist troops 
inside the walled city of Tsinan. Part 
of the artillery and engineering forces 
destroyed a corner of the inner city 
walls, while two companies of the 50th 
regiment captured the northwest cor- 
ner of the inner walls at 3 a. m. Fri- 
day and repulsed repeated counter- 
attacks. 

Chinese Troops Charge. 

“The Chinese repeatedly charged, 
to the music of a military band, but 
were repulsed by our machine guns, 
leaving many casualties. Our troops 
are keeping the eastern and southern 
city gates open. Through the Japa- 
of commerce is urging citizens to.

Feng Moves on Peking. 

Gen. Chiang Kai-shek, Nationalist 
commander in chief, it is understood, 
has established headquarters at a 
point about 25 miles south of Tsinan, 
where he is rallying men preparatory 
to resuming the northward movement 
toward Tientsin. Meantime Gen. Feng 
Yu-hsiang is continuing his offensive 
toward Peking along the Hankow- | 
Peking railway. He probably will 
reach the northern capital in the 
event that the Nationalist drive is 
successful.

TO VILLAGE HEALTH. 


HOREWOOD, Wis., is proud of the 
_" faet that during two years not one 
child contracted whooping cough, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any 
other common children’s disease while 
attending the school. One child 
attending a parochial school contracted 
scarlet fever. HMowever, the exposures 
«to that one case resulted in 800 half 
day absences. That figures absence 
from school of four hundred children for 
one day or of one child for about two 
school years. 

The plan the town follows is some- 
times known as the “ Shorewood plan.” 
It consists essentially of three parts. 

1. Isolating first and diagnosing after- 
wards. 

@. Placarding on suspicion. 

These two provisions mean thgs wken- 
ever a child has any symptom that 
causes the mother, the teacher, or any 
one else to suspect that the child has 
contagion, the policy is that the parent 
or teacher separates the child at once 
from other children. As soon as pos- 
sible the afling child is sent home and 
The 


home and puts up a card reading: 
“ Measles suspected,” or amalipox, diph- 
theria, influenza, 
probable. The first quarantine is con- 
tinued until the diagnosis is made and 
then the card is changed to one reading 
measles smalipox,” diphtheria se 
or “influenza,” as the case may be. 
In no case do they wait for a diagnosis 
before isolating the child and quaran- 
tining premises. —

YES, THIS IS LONDON. 

TIVERTON, Devon, April 30.—In the 
Daily Mail of the 27th instant I read an 
account, reprinted from your paper, i 
what purports to be’ among oth 
things, a statement that Englishmen 
take a bloodthirsty interest in the 
affairs of Chicago. I write to advise 
you’ that your information is incorrect. 
The murders, garrotings, and kidnap- 
ings of New York, Chicago, etc, do not 
interest us. They are too frequent and 
stereotyped to be “ news,” though no 
doubt it is a different matter for those 
whose misfortune it is to live in Ameri- 
ca. When time permits us to read 
papers, we prefer to read items of real 
interest culled from Germany, France, 
or Italy. 

English people certainly view with 
amusement the gestures of your Mayor 
Thompson and wonder why such a buf- 
foon is permitted to have any serious 
part in the civic life even of an Ameri- 
can city: on the other hand, we know 
the American civic and judicial system 
is rotten at the core, so we are not over- 
muck surprised. But chiefly I write to 
know why your article should make an 
unwarranted excursion into London, and 
therefore English, affairs, seeing that 
yours are of so flttie interest to us. 

The attack on London is particularly 
offensive, untrue, and besides is in the 
worst possible taste. Your correspond- 
ent’s reference to Boadicea’s warriors 
is no doubt correct, though it is cuPious 
that one who can. reasonably be assumed 
to be an American should know or 
trouble about London so many years 
ago. At any rate, Londoners bore them- 
selves well in the war, which is more 
than the most imaginative could say, 
with even a guess at truth, about the 
troops of the Stars and Stripes.

What can sugar dy for the boy who 
is spending his energy without regard 
for effects until he is fair spent?

The advantage of the hot pack 
method is that the vegetables keep 
better. ‘Those in the center of the 
can are at boiling temperature for a 
much longer period than when cold 
packed. In the hot pack method, they 
are not blanched and dipped, but are 
put on the fire to cook, as though 
they were to be cooked for the table. 
When they reach the boiling point, 
they are put épto the can boiling hot. 
This assures a more complete destruc- 
tion of bacteria and spoilage organ- 
isms. 

Another reason why many home 
makers like the hut pack method for 
canning vegetables is that they find it 
easier than the blanching and dipping 
that were necessary with the cold 
pack method.
